I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  as  the  Port  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  of'  the  Swansea  Port  Health  Authority  for  the  year 
ended  31st  December,  19o3. 

This  report  is  the  92nd  Annual  Report  and  has  been  prepared  in 
accordance  v:ith  Rc£;ulaticn  12  (a)  of  the  Public  Health  Officers  (Port 
Health  Districts)  Regulations,  1959,  the  Ministrjf  of  Health  Circular 
33/52  (form  Port  20),  Circular  I/60  V/ales,  dated  8th  January,  I96O,  and 
to  Circular  letter  from  V/elsh  Board  of  Health  dated  31st  December,  1965. 

The  tonnage  of  vessels  which  entered  the  ports  under  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  Authority  during  the  year  was  A, 575,841  tons,  as  compared  with 
5,711,139  tons  in  196A,  whilst  the  number  of  vessels  was  6,419. 

Mo  cases  of  notifiable  and  other  infectious  diseases  on  ships  occurred 
during  the  year.

Contacts  who  remain  on  board  ship  are  kept  under  daily  observation  by 
a member  of  the  Port  Health  Authority’s  staff.

In  regard  to  contacts  who  are  allowed  to  leave  the  ship,  their  names 
and  addresses  are  obtained,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  districts 
to  which  they  are  proceeding  are  informed  by  letter,  giving  the  necessary 
information.

( c)  Cleansing  and  disinfection  of  ships,  persons,  clothing  and  other 
articles 

V/hen  a cabin,  berth  or  forecastle  of  a ship  requires  cleansing  a notice 
is  served  on  the  Master,  and  this  cleansing  is  carried  out  by  members  of  the 
crew  or  by  persons  emplo3''ed  by  the  shipping  company,  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Port  Health  Inspector, 

In  ail  cases  of  infectious  disease , after  removal  of  the  patient 
disinfection  of  the  quarters  is  carried  out  by  fumigation  with  formalin, 
follov/ed  by  thorough  washing  and  scrubbing  down  with  hot  water  and  soap,  and 
finally  by  complete  ventilation.  Bedding  and  clothing,  depending  on  circumstances, 
would  be  dealt  v/ith  by  formalin  fumigation  on  board,  or  by  steam  disinfection 
ashore,  or  may  have  to  be  destroyed  by  burning. 
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Normally  disinfestation  of  Seamen  and  their  clothing  would  be 
carried  out  on  board  ship.

Continual  inspections  and  trapping  are  carried  out  by  the  rat-searcher. 
During  the  discharge  of  cargo,  vessels  are  re-visitied  and  searched  for  rats, 
particular  attention  being  paid  to  a vessel  arriving  from  a plague  infected 
or  suspected  port.

Full  details  and  relevant  information  concerning  the  death  would  be 
first  ascertained  and  investigated,  the  body  being  examined  on  board  ship-^ 

H.M.  Customs,  the  Ministry  of  Transport  (Local  Office)  and  the 
Coroner  would  be  informed. 

The  body  would  remain  on  board  completely  isolated  pending  its  remova.i. 
by  the  Undertakers  who  would  be  employed  by  the  local  Agents  of  the  ship, 
direct  for  burial.  In  the  event  of  the  person  having  died  from  one  of  the 
quarantinable  diseases,  every  endeavour  would  be  made  for  the  body  to  be 
cremated. 

Supervision  of  the  removal  of  the  body  and  any  necessary  disinfection 
or  disinfestation  would  be  carried  out  hy  members  of  the  Port  Health  Staff,
